‘The immigration resolution was in- 
the Right Rev. Logan H. 
Roots, bishop of Hankow, China. It 
specified that the immigration law 
should apply equally to all aliens in 
the United now or who come 
here later. The bishop later amended 
his resolution to read, “At present 
there are discriminations in our im- 
migration laws against Oriental na- 
tions which are a barrier to good will 
and a hindrance to Christian mission 
work.” 

“Japan,” Bishop Root said, “is now 
maintaining an attitude of proud, pa- 
tient waiting for the United States to 
change its mind on the immigration 
question. When a central government 
is established in China that country 
will take the same attitude as Japan.” 

The modification he proposes, the 
bishop said, would affect only 146 im- 
migrants from Japan and 100 from 
China each year.

Roosevelt Field, N. Y.; Oct. 24 (A.P.). 
The cigar-shaped Lockheed Vega mono- 
plane Yankee Doodle snot like a white 
projectile from the runway this after- 
noon and headed for Mines Field, Los 
Angeles, in an attempt to beat a record 
that has stood for more than five years.

He accepted the issue of “State social- 
ism” as raised by Mr. Hoover in that 
speech, and welcomed into the select 
company of ‘State’ socialists” accord- 
ing to the Hoover standard, such emi- 
nent Republicans as the late President 
Theodore Roosevelt, Vice President 
Charles M. Dawes, Charles Evans 
Hughes, one-time Republican nominee 
for President and holder of high of- 
fices under Republican administrations; 
Senator Charles Curtis, Mr. Hoover’s 
running mate; former Gov. Nathan L. 
Miller of New York, former Gov. Frank 
O Lowden, of Illinois, and the Republi- 
can members of Congress who voted for 
the Muscle Shoals and McNary-Haugen 
farm relief b‘**:, vetoed by President 
Coolidge. 

In the same category he placed Owen 
D. Young, chairman of the: board of 
directors of the General Electric Co. 
and author of the Dawes reparation 
plan, and the vast multitude of farm- 
ers in the corn and wheat belt of the 
country who have been pleading for 
relief from their distress along lines 
advocated by himself in his Omaha 
speech. 


Audience Fills Three Halls. 


Gov. Smith’s audience filled three 
halls to capacity—the Arena in which 
he spoke, the Mechanics Hall, and the 
Symphony Hall, the three having a 
combined seating capacity of more than 
30,000. Standees, who packed the aisles 
almost to suffocation, swelled the total 
to approximately 50,000, while outside 
the Arena, a raging mob extending for 
blocks defied any estimates of its size. 

Before reaching the Arena the gov- 
ernor made brief visits to the other two 
halls, his appearance almost evoking a 
riot in each instance. In response to 
clamors, he made a brief speech of 
acknowledgment at each place and was 
all but mobbed by his admirers as he 
attempted to proceed to where he was 
scheduled to make his set speech. 

His reception at Boston late this 
afternoon beggars’ description. No 
human being could see or hear all 


that took place during the tumultous 
hour and a half that he was at the 
mercy of a crowd that clogged the 
streets through which he attempted to 
pass on his way from the railroad sta- 
tion to the hotel. 


Demonstration Was Riotous. 


No such riotous demonstration has 
taken place since Gov. Smith started 
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»| Cut on his contest of the West five 
weeks ago. Without any exaggeration, 
it was bedlam turned loose, but it was 
a bedlam of sheer delight, rather than 
of disorder. His home city ef New 
York never has given him a greater 
tribute of affection and approval, 
South Station, where the governor 
and his party alighted from the train, 
housed a seething mass of humanity 
that had stood for hours to await his 


coming. Women fainted during the 
Stampede as the governor approached 
the station concourse, and police were 
powerless to control the rush in his 
direction. With difficulty he and his 
police escort squirmed through the 
mob, eventually reaching the automo- 
bile that was to convey him in the 
parade. 

Conditions immediately outside the 
station were even worse. The street 
seemed to be blocked for squares with 
men, women and children, all seeking 
to get as near as possible to the center 
of the street. 


Procession. Moves Slowly, 


At no time nor place during the 
tedious procession was there ever any 
diminution itn the size of the crowd 
that jammed every conceivable inch 
of standing room from building walls 
to nearly half way into the street on 
either side. 

Down through the financial district, 
through a mass of ticker tape and pa- 
per, where the reception was just as 
boisterous as anywhere else, past the 
old South Church and the old State 
House, over the scene of the first Bos- 
ton massacre, past historic Faneuil 
Hall and Kings Chapel and into Bos- 
ton Common the procession moved 
tortuously through the crowd, with 
Gov. Smith’s car in the van. Long be- 
fore the Common was reached one- 
half of the governor’s party had be- 
come separated from the parade by 
the onrush of spectators, who broke 
through the police lines and made mo- 
tor traffic impossible. 

The climay of the demonstration 
came at Boston Common, where esti- 
mates of the crowd massed in one solid 
phalanx in front of the stand reserved 
for the governor varied from 100,000 to 
150,000. 


Greets Crowd at Common. 


In only one particular did the esti- 
mates agree, and that was that it was 
the largest crowd ever assembled on 
Boston Common. Cries for a speech 
were so insistent that the governor 
finally expressed his appreciation for 
the welcome in a brief acknowledge- 
ment through the microphone from 
which amplifiers carried his voice to 
the fathest recesses of the crowd. The 
noise could be heard for blocks with 
the Smith enthusiasts yelling and 
cheering and throwing their hats into 
the air or waving flags and ban- 
ners carrying the picture of the 
nominee. 

A way was cleared at the Common 
for the procession to continue down 
the street through another milling 
crowd of people to the governor’s ho- 
tel with enthusiasm rampant every foot 
of the way. At the hotel entrance the 
crowd was massed On all sides, bringing 
traffic to a standstill. Every outburst 
of the crowd sounded like the pent up 
emotions of a multitude had been 
turned loose, and there was a fresh out- 
burst every few seconds. 


Million Belleved in ‘Throng. 


Some idea of the size and temper of 
the crowd may be had from the fact 
hat it took Gov Smith 1 hour and 25 
minutes to go approximately two miles. 
It is estimated here that more than 
1,000,000 people saw him from the time 
he left the station until he reached 
his hotel. Boston, a normally Demo- 
cratic city, outdid itself today for 
Gov. Smith, who received the homage 
reserved for a popular idol. 

The Boston reception was a duplicate 
in a proportionately larger degree of 
che demonstrations accorded to Gov. 
Smith in the mill cities and towns of 
Massachusetts through which he passed 
today on his way to the Hub City. The 
normaliy Republican cities of Spring- 
field and Worcester turned out upward 
of 50,000 people each to cheer him dur- 
ing the ten minutes he was in their 
midst. 

The long public squares facing the 
railroad station in each city literally 
were crammed with people from one 
end to another and their enthusiasm 
was tremendous. Newspaper men who 
accompanied Mr. Hoover last week said 
the crowds at each place were three 
times the size of the throngs that 
’ turned out to welcome him. 


Walsh Speaks at Springfield. 


At Worcester, Gov. Smith alighted 
from the train and walked to a huge 
platform in the center of the square 
. where he waved the “brown derby” and 
bowed in appreciation of the applause. 
Senator David I. Walsh, candidate for 
reelection, and Gen. Charles H. Cole, 
Democratic nominee for governor, 
roused the crowd to a high pitch of 
enthusiasm with speeches urging the 
election of Gov. Smith. Mrs. Smith and 
John A. Warner, the elder Smith daugh- 
ter, were overwhelmed with huge bou- 
quets of flowers, as they were at Spring- 
field. 

It was the same story at Pittsfield, 
Dalton, Westwood, Framingham, Ded- 
ham, Newtonville, and other mill cities 
and towns through which the governor 
passed during the day. Many of them 
were not on the schedule for stops, but 
the train haited when the size of the 
throngs permitted no other course. 
Gov. Smith was given every reason to

Mrs. Reyher, 
in a statement to_peHce,-said she paid 
Smith $50 to gét Mrs. Stultz out of 
town.

Bishop Slattery pointed out that It 

marked the culmination of fifteen 
years’ work and that it has been 
adopted in detail through five general 
conventions. In brief, the important 
changes in the prayer book are as 
follows: 

In morning and evening prayer the 
minister may choose the psalms to be 
read, a shorter canticle may be sung 
at morning prayer than the Te Deum 
and there is wider choice of prayers 
after the recital of the creed. 

New prayers have been added as fol- 
lows: A prayer for those who travel by 
air, prayers for a State legislature, for 
courts of justice and for social jus- 
tice. 

The Holy Communion office has been 
rearranged, the Lord’s Prayer follow- 
ing immediately upon the prayer of 
consecration. The prayer of humble 
access is brought immediately before 
the distribution of the communion. 
In the prayer for the Church the 
phrase has been added, “Grant them 
continual growth in Thy love and serv- 
ice,” referring to the departed. 

Many new collects, epistles and gos- 
pels have been added for special days 
and occasions. 

The three baptismal offices in the 
old prayer book have now been com- 
bined in one; an additional gospel has 
been added, the Sursum Corda is in- 
serted before the consecration of the 
water and a new benediction has been 
taken from the New Testament. The 
language of the catechism has been 
clarified. 


Annointing of the Sick. 


A new service for the “Visitation of 
the Sick” has been added, and at its 
close provision is made for anoiting or 
laying ,on of hands together with 
prayer for the sick, a concession to the 
advocates of spiritual healing. 

Bishop Slattery, in his statement, 
declared “that the burial office has 
been enriched by new selections from 
the Scriptures and new prayers which 
give it a deeper note, and “a New 
Testament trust in place of the Old 
Testament awe” before the great mys- 
tery of death.

The attempted combine was planned 
to replace the British Stevenson rubber 
restriction act, which will be auto- 
matically repealed November 1. after an 
unsuccessful six-year test. 

The failure of the British-Dutch ne- 
gotiations will mean the saving of mil- 
lions of dollars to American motorists 
and although reliable quarters here 
anticipate further efforts to conclude 
the combine, United States rubber 
companies are assured of no further 
price pyramiding pressure for many 
months. 

It was learne:i authoritativ*’y that 
Great Britain has sought to effect the 
agreement for production restriction 
w'th Dutch interests for several months. 

Great Britain and Holland control 
together approximately 90 per cent of 
the world’s rubber supply. Britain’s 
failure to make a success of the Steven- 
son restriction act has been attributed 
to the large Dutch production outside 
of British controlled areas. 

Such a combine—aimed at the United 
States as consumer of about 80 per cent 
of the world’s rubber—would effectual- 
ly give British-Dutch interests undis- 
puted control of world prices for many 
years, or until the large rubber pro- 
jects undertaken in the last two years 
by Henry Ford in Brazil and the Fire- 
stone Rubber Co. in Liberia could begin 
producing. 

The failure of the conferences, it was 
learned, was over inability to agree on 
the apportionment of production re- 
striction. A committee of Dutch plant- 
ers from the East Indies went to Holland

Chicago, ll., Oct. 24 (A.P.).--Charles 
Evans Hughes, in his second speech in 
behalf of the candidacy of Herbert 
Hoover, declared here togight that the 
political aims of the great majority of 
the American people could be summed 


up broadly in the words “prosperity 
and progress.” He arrived in Chicago 
only a few hours before the time set 
for his address in a hall on the north 
sid of the city. 

“Progress demands stability, patience 
in dealing with problems on their 
merits, the search for the practical way, 
the talent to recognize it and leader- 
ship in pursulng it,” he declared. 

“If I were asked to name the mai. 
who in my judgment is the leading 
progressive of our day, I should name 
the Republican candidate for President, 
Herbert Hoover. To think progressive- 
ness, that is, toward betterment, to 
plan to achieve something worth while 
by practical methods in the interest of 
the American people, is as natural to 
him as to breathe.” 

Mr. Hughes said much had been done 
in this campaign in an-effort to belittle 
the “prosperity we enjoy,”’ but he would 
not discuss it. 

“With our roads filled with motor 
cars, with our savings bank deposits 
increased in the past seven years and a 
half from 15 to 26 billions of dollars, 
there is little need to argue the point,” 
he said.

CRIMINAL LIQUOR CASES. 

During the vear ended June 30 thero Were 
brought into the Federal courts 95,729 
inal prohibition cases, an increase over the 
preceding year of 15,020. ‘The number of 
cases terminated during the year was 58,429, 
leaving more than 18,000 cases pending. In 
the record of terminated there were 
48,820 convictions, 1,400 acquittals, 6,000 dis-

The lowest, and at the same time the 
most expeditious, court of justice known 
to the law of England, is the court of 
piepoudre, so called from the dusty feet 
of the suitors; or, according to Sir Edward 
Coke, because justice is there done as 
speedily as dust can fall from the foot. 

The origin of the St. James’ Fair at Bristol 
was lost in the mists of antiquity until the 
recent discovery of three volumes of its actions, 
dating from 1629 to 1695. 
trace the history of the fair to the first grant 
to the priory, of St. James’ by William, Ear] 
of Gloucester, and show its confirmation by 


| King Henry II, the disposition of the dissolved

Having lost in the lower courts, the 
Radio Corporation of America, as the 


owner of patents which, it asserted, 
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were used in substantially all of the 
principal receivers now on the mar- 
ket, yesterday asked the highest tri- 
bunal to decide whether in licensing 
other manufacturers to use its patents 
in their receiving sets it can require 
them to purchase the tubes made by 
the Radio Corporation. 

The Radio Corporation declared that 
after protracted litigation it had won 
all of its infringement suits and was 
in a position to put out of business 
many of its competitors by refusing to 
permit them to use its patents. It de- 
cided, however, according to its claim, 
not to do that, but to license com- 
petitors, reserving in the contract a 
stipulation that the competitors should 


buy their tubes used in the receiving 
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sets from the Radio Corporation. The 
lower courts held, however, that this 
agreement could not be enforced be- 
cause it was a violation of the Clayton 
act.

Forecasts Zoning of High- 
ways to Care for Heavy 
and Light Loads. 


GIVES TALK AT SESSION 
OF TRADE BOARD GROUP 


Believes Program for Next 
Fiscal Year Is Lacking in 
Major Projects. 


» Criticism leveled at the highway de- 
partment of the District government 
regarding torn-up streets, cuts and 
other obstructions to traffic, was an- 
swered yesterday by Capt. H. C. White- 
hurst, assistant Engineer Commis- 


sioner, speaking at a meeting of the 
committee on streets and avenues of 
the Board of Trade in the Lafayette 
Hotel. 

Capt. Whitehurst said he had Just 
left a meeting that was making out a 
schedule of the highway program for 
the fiscal year 1930, and that the 
schedule compared favorably with that 
of the past fiscal year, with the excep- 
tion it did not contain as many major 
projects as he had hoped. These ma- 
jor projects, he explained, were the 
permanent improvement of such high- 
ways as Benning, Conduit and Foxhall 
roads. 

Work on streets has been half com- 
pleted for the present fiscal year, he 
said, and the rest will probably have 
to go over to spring. He blamed bad 
weather last summer, the slowness of 
some contractors and the installation 
of underground conduits by utility 
companies for tardiness in beginning 
the paving progran. 


Forsees Zone Loading. 


The need for so much paving work, 
the assistant Engineer Commissioner 
asserted, was due to changes in traffic 
conditions within the past decade. 
Streets ten years ago were. paved to 
stand only the weight of light traffic, 
whereas the pavement of today must 
be laid to bear the weight and volume 
of heavy traffic. Old pavements are 
breaking down and must be replaced 
with that designed to carry the maxi- 
mum load of today. 

He predicts that in the future cities 
will zone their streets for minimum 
and maximum loads. 


Cuts Streets’ Worst Enemy. 


After his recent trip through the 
Fast and Middle West, Capt. White- 
hurst said Washington pavements com- 
pare most favorably with other cities, 
and, in fact, are better paved than the 
malority. 

He described cuts in streets as the 
“pavement’s greatest enemy” and Said 
that Washington has more of them 
than other cities of comparable size, 
because all electrical work in the busi- 
ness section is underground. 

The committee adopted a resolution 
approving the efforts of the commis- 
<'oners to coordinate the business of 
cuts, outlining and designing certain 
streets for certain types of traffic, and 
the appropriation of more money for 
travel and experimental work of the 
highway department 

The committee voted support to 
commission merchants who are devel- 
oping the Patterson tract for their new 
locations, in their efforts to remove 
the Tarvia plant at the' approach to 
the bridge at First and Florida ave- 
nues northwest
